NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 
11 (AP) — A lawyer for James 
Earl Ray asked U.S. District 
Court Judge William E. Miller 
today to void Ray’s contract 
with the lawyer who repre- 
sented him when he pleaded 
guilty to the slaying of the 
Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. 

. At the same time the attor- 
ney asked for nullification of 
Ray’s contract with Willig m 
Bradford H uie. Alabama 'au- 
thor, for the story of Ray’s 
life. Several stories relating to 
. this contract have appeared in 
Look magazine. 

* Robert W. H ill Jr. of Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., asked a prelimi- 
nary injunction against Perc y 
F oreman of Houston, TexJ^Be 
lawyer, and Huie. He asked 
for an early hearing on an in- 
junction against “any and all 
contracts and powers of attor- 
ney” negotiated with Ray. 

Ray, serving a 99-year sen- 
tence in King’s death, now is 
seeking a new trial on a 
charge of first-degree murder.
